The  Rev.  W.  H.  Cordts,  who  had 
confirmed  Alvin  in  1935,  also  spoke  words  of  consolation  to  the  bereaved  family.   The 
service  was  beautified  by  the  singing  of  the  girls'  choir.   A  brief  service  was  also  held 
in  the  home,  and  commitment  was  in  the  Lutheran  Cemetery  north  of  town. 

Alvin  August  Muehler  was  bom  in  Brightwood  Township,  October  8th,  1920,  to  Otto  Mueh- 
ler and  his  wife,  Jesse,  nee  Coppin.

Her  son,  Delbert  and  Willis,  who  were 
in  the  room,  went  to  her  rescue,  and  were  burned  attempting  to  get  the  flaming  clothes  from 
their  mother.   The  lady,  however,  suffered  severe  bums  before  this  could  be  done.   Mrs. 
Prochnow  was  taken  to  the  hospital  in  Hankinson,  where  she  was  given  treatment,  but  medical 
aid  was  of  no  avail  and  she  passed  away  at  9:15  o'clock  Saturday  night. 

Mrs.  Prochnow  was  taken  to  the  hospital  by  her  daughter,  Dorine,  one  of  the  ladies  at 
the  home  when  the  accident  occurred.   Two  other  daughters-in-law,  Mrs.  Delbert  and  Mrs. 
Willis  Prochnow  were  also  at  home,  the  latter  two  being  at  work  in  the  adjoining  room. 

Fire,  resulting  from  the  burning  gas,  ignited  the  kitchen,  and  the  young  people  fought 
the  flames  with  milk,  which  was  on  hand  following  the  morning's  milking,  confining  the  dam- 
aged to  the  kitchen.

SIXTH  PRESIDENT  TO  SERVE   DURING  MAJOR  V7ARS 
Funeral  Services  Set  For  Saturday

THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  IS  DEAD.  That  is  the  word  that  came  over  the  radios 
of  the  nation,  shocking  and  bewildering  oxir  millions  of  citizens.   The  message  was  difficult 
to  believe,  but  continued  repeating  convinced  the  people  that  President  Franklin  Delano  Roos- 
evelt has  passed  on  to  the  Heavenly  Kingdom. 

Death  came  to  our  President  at  2:30  PM. ,  in  his  favorite  resting  place  at  Warm  Springs, 
GA. ,  where  he  had  gone  to  rest  from  his  arduous  wartime  duties.   The  President  was  expect- 
ing to  speak  to  the  nation  in  a  day  or  two,  but  was  taken  suddenly  ill  at  noon  and  before 
his  physician  could  arrive  had  passed  into  a  comma  and  passed  away  just  a  few  minutes  later. 

Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  was  64  years  of  age.   Throughout  his  life  he  held  many  imp- 
ortant public  offices  and  from  Governor  of  New  York  was  elevated  to  the  Presidency.   He  was 
elected  to  this  later  office  during  the  depression  of  1928  to  1933,  and  instituted  reforms 
throughout  every  branch  of  the  government. 

Successively  the  electorate  re-elected  him  to  the  Nation's  highest  office  in  1936,  1940 
and  1944.   He  had  served  for  thirteen  years  when  taken  in  death. 

War  was  thrust  upon  the  country  by  Japan  during  his  third  term  in  office,  and  under  his 
guidance  the  nation  converted  from  peace  to  war,  and  a  few  hours  before  his  demise  word 
from  the  battlefronts  told  that  victory  in  E-urope  was  a  matter  of  a  few  days  away;  and  on 
the  other  side  of  the  world  victory  was  assured  for  American  Arms. 

The  sad  news  of  the  President's  death  was  sent  to  his  four  sons  in  the  Armed  Forces  by 
Mrs.  Roosevelt.   President  Roosevelt  was  the  Nations  sixth  war  time  president.   Others  were 
Washington,  Jackson,  Lincoln,  McKinley  and  Wilson.   Even  as  in  the  case  of  Abraham  Lincoln's 
death  at  the  close  of  war,  our  Nation  will  also  suffer  because  President  Roosevelts  last  days 
were  spent  in  planning  for  the  peace  that  is  soon  to  come  into  the  world. 

The  body  of  .the  late  President  will  be  moved  to  Washington,  where  it  will  lie  in  state, 
and  then  be  taken  to  Hyde  Park,  the  Roosevelt  home,  for  burial.   Funeral  services,  tentative, 
have  been  set  for  Saturday. 

Harry  S.  Truman,  of  Missouri,  Vice  President,  has  been  sworn  in  and  is  now  President 
of  the  United  States.

Twin  Brother  on  Okinawa,  Writes  Father  First  Word  of  Occurrence 
MEMORIAL  SERVICE  WILL  BE  HELD  JULY  22  IN  CITY 
Another  Hankinson  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  Nation  has  made  the  supreme  sacri- 
fice, Pfc.  Allen  G.  Stein,  son  of  Mr.  Ed  Stein,  of  this  city. 

Word  of  this  was  received  from  the  War  Department,  the  message  saying:     '^ 
"The  Secretary  of  War  has  asked  me  to  express  his  deep  regret  that  your  son,  Pfc.  Allen 
G.  Stein,  was  killed  in  action  on  Okinawa,  June  15th,  1945;  Confirming  letter  follows. 
Witsell,  Adjutant." 

This  however,  was  not  the  first  notification  Mr.  Stein  had  had  of  the  death  of  his  son. 
Pfc.  Allen's  twin  brother,  Arnold,  who  served  in  the  same  Infantry  Regiment  wrote  to  his 
father  from  Okinawa,  stating  that  his  brother  had  lost  his  life  on  June  12th,  1945.   He  said 
"not  to  expect  Allen  to  come  back.   I  was  up  there  and  I  know.   I  feel  so  terrible  about  it." 
This  message  was  received  about  two  weeks  before  the  official  notice. 

Allen  was  inducted  last  fall,  and  after  only  a  few  weeks  training  in  Texas  was  sent 
as  a  replacement  to  the  17th  Inf.,  Co.  F,  and  he  was  with  this  twin  brother,  Arnold,  when 
they  were  sent  into  the  battle  for  Okinawa,  where  they  fought  until  nearly  the  end  of  that 
terrible  campaign. 

In  this  battle,  Arnold,  was  wounded  and  was  hospitalized,  but  returned  to  the  front 
later.   Another  brother,  Edward,  is  now  in  the  Army,  stationed  in  California. 

Allen  G.  Stein  was  bom  May  14th,  1926,  in  Hankinson  and  was  confirmed  at  the  Evan- 
gelical &  Reformed  Chiirch  in  Hankinson  by  Rev.  Meyer.   He  attended  the  Hankinson  schools, 
from  which  he  graduated  and  shortly  after  entered  the  Armed  Forces. 

Surviving  are  his  father,  the  two  brothers  named  above  and  four  sisters,  Mildred,  Vema, 
Leona  and  Lora.   His  mother  preceded  him  in  death  when  he  was  a  small  child.
